NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 
EXECUTIVE ABILITY WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—The supreme 


court t0ok the wisest way out in that New 
York state employment insurance décision. 

Lawyers were stunned. The court had never handed down an equally 
divided decision in such an important case. There was no obvious reason 
for doing it this time. Absent Justice Stone was really not so ill that 
he could not have participated in an urgent decision. Even if he was, 
the court could have waited a few days until he got better. 

But that course would have publicized the division of the court. It 
would have meant another 5-to-4 decision, with lengthy argumentative 
majority and minority opinions. Editorial commentators could have 
pounded their smoking typewriters until the judgment of all, including 
| the commentators, was asphyxiated. 

This way, there is nothing to comment about. No opinions were 
offered. Not even the actual division of the court was made public. And 
the state insurance law stands upheld, as it would have stood had there 
been all the fanfare of a customary decision. 

Thus did the court demonstrate not only judicial, but executive, 


| capacity. 

TEAM PLAY No inside information is needed on the division of the 
| justices. The way they voted was obvious to any close 
follower of the court. But if anyone had obtained any inside informa- 
‘tion, it would have shown the following lineup: 

| Upholding—Justices Hughes, Roberts, Brandeis, Cardozo. 
Dissenting—Justices Vandevanter, Butler, McReynolds, Sutherland. 
Furthermore, if Justice Stone had been polled at home, he would 
‘have been found with the upholders of the employment insurance act, 


‘thus creating a 5-to-4 majority for the state law.

They will interpret the vote of Justice Roberts as an indi- 

cation that he has left his four dissenting compatriots and created a ma- 
jority out of the minority formerly composed of Justices Hughes, 
Brandeis, Cardozo and Stone.

What- 
ever your product may be, the Japs will be underselling you as soon 
as they get around to it. 

When an American produces a good article to sell at $10, and spends 
millions to give it a national reputation, the Japs imitate it in every de- 
tail, name and all, and deliver it in America, duty paid, at $1.95. 

They imitate our cameras, fountain pens, hosiery, light globes, over- 
shoes, pencils, matches—and almost everything else you can name. And 
always the selling price is below our cost of production. The quality 
isn’t there, as a rule, but the appearance makes the sale. 

How do the Japs do it? Economists will give you a number of ex- 
planations, but the chief one is that the ordinary Jap is willing to work 
for almost nothing, usually at home, to enrich the few great families 
that own most of the nation. 

Did you ever see an advertisement offering easy money “for piece- 
work done in your spare time at home’? The easy money is earned 
by embroidering baby dresses, knitting, or sewing something to some- 
ap and at 10 cents a dozen a busy woman can make about 4 cents 
a day. 

That’s the trick in Japan—part of it. Factory workers get little, but 
the home worker gets much less and works longer hours—men, women 
and children. |

rial “vaccine”’) early in the season. 
In some instances this has seemed 
to lower the morbidity rate from such 
infections, but in most instances the 
results have warranted no definite 
conclusion - as to the value of the 
practice. Personally, I question 
whether it is worth while. 

From experimental research in the 
laboratory some workers have infer- 
red that lack of or deficiency of vita- 
min A may be accountable for lack 
of immunity to respiratory infection. 
From this pure theory has grown the 
present wide-spread use of vitamin A 
in innumerable forms for the purpose 
of favoring the cevelopment of and 
maintaining the highest attainable de- 
gree of immunity againet respiratory 
infections.

THE OPENER’S REBIDS. 

The opéning two no-trump bidder 
should raise partner’s major éuit take- 
out to game with any four trumps. 

If partner’s take-out is in a minor 
suit, the opener should show any bid- 
dable for-card major suit. He also 
should show a biddable spade suit if 
partner's take-out is three hearts. 

Any suit take-out can be raised with 
only three trumps, if they are A K x, 
A Q x, or K Q x, but when a raise 
is given with only three trumps, the 
opener must have a near-maximum 
two no-trump bid (six to six and one- 
half honor tricks). 

When partner makes a slam try, 
the opener must remember that he 
has already shown five and one-half 
honor tricks, and without at least six 
honor tricks he must as a rule make 
minimum rebids

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GERMAN PACIFIST GETS 
NOBEL PEACE AWARD 


Nazis’ Expected To Protest 
Selection; Norwegian To 
Receive °36 Prize. 


OSLO, Norway, Nov. 24.—(P)—A 
committee of the Norwegian parlia- 
ment today awarded the Nobel peace 
prizes for 1935 and 1936 to Carl 
von Ossietzky, German pacifist, and 
Carlos Saavedra Lamas, foreign min- 
ister of Argentina. 

Von Ossietzky, long in disfavor with 
the German government and only re- 
cently released from Nazi custody, 
was given the prize for 1935. It car- 
ries a cash value of $39,303. 

Saavedra Lamas, recent president 
of the assembly of the League of Na- 
tions and who will preside at the 
forthcoming inter-American peace con- 
ference at Buenos Aires, received the 
1936 award of $39.286. 

The committee of the storting—Nor- 
wegian parliament—which made the 
selections, gave no specific reasons for 
the award in either case. 

The award in behalf of peace was 
the last of five to be made this year 
from the prize fund created by Alfred 
Nobel, Swedish chemist and munitions 
maker, who used his vast fortune to 
set up the prizes.
